AUTHORITY OF COMMERCIAL TRAV- 
ELLERS.* 


TRAVELLING salesmen are agents subject in 
the main to the laws of agency. Established 
principles, modified by general and known 
customs, therefore, govern them, and, for the 
most part, determine their authority. If it 
were otherwise, no one could feel safe in 
dealing with them. 

The authority of the travelling salesman is 
either expressed or implied—often it is both. 
The expressed authority is that conferred by 
the employer’s word of mouth or writing; 
the implied authority is that which must be 
inferred from the very nature of the employ- 
ment of the agent, in the absence of expressed 
authority for its execution. 


Neither the fact of their agency nor the | 


extent of their authority can be proved by 


the declarations of those claiming to be the | 


agents of others. They must be proved by 


something that emanates from the business | 
houses that send them out to represent them. 
As a rule, ali who deal with agents are bound | 


at their peril to see that they have au- 
thority, and, if it is in writing, to inform 
themselves of its extent and to inquire into its 
limitations. Mercantile houses, as well as 
other principals, are bound by the acts of

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their agents only so far as they are within the 
scope of their authority, although if they hold 
their agents out or permit them to hold them- 
selves out, as having greater authority than 
has been expressly conferred upon them, they 
will be bound by any acts done as under such 
authority. 

Authority given to salesmen to take orders 
is not necessarily authority to make sales. 
Nor does the nature of such employment in 
dicate authority to cancel orders once taken, 
and to receive back goods shipped to cus 
tomers on the ground that they are unsatis 
factory; but persons sent out by mercantile 
houses to solicit orders for goods must, as 
to persons dealing with them, in the ab 
sence of any notice to the contrary, be 
deemed to have authority to accept the or- 
ders, and to enter into contracts of sale bind 


| ing on those who send them out, where that is 


the general usage in the business, and more 
especially where it is shown that such sales 
previously entered into by the agents in ques- 


| tion have been recognized repeatedly by their 


employers. It has even been held that foreign 
manufacturers who employ agents to solicit 
orders are bound by a general custom that 
authorizes such agents to accept orders with- 
out conference with their principals, although 
they may have no actual knowledge of such a 
custom. 

When goods are given into the custody of 
persons whose common business is to sell, 
without limiting their authority, implied au- 
thority to sell such goods is thereby conferred. 
Moreover, according to an Illinois decision, 
purchasers may be justified in assuming that 
travelling salesmen have authority even to 


| sell their samples, possession being regarded 


as a more important element in determining 
their authority than the fact that the goods 
are samples. In Colorado and Texas, on the 
other hand, sales of samples by travelling 
salesmen authorized to show them and to take 
orders have been held not to be binding on 
their principals in the absence of any evidence 
of a custom or usage authorizing a sale of 
samples by them. 

Where travelling salesmen require the use 
of teams in order to do the business of their 
employers they may hire them upon the credit 
of their employers; nor is this power taken 
away by the fact that their employers have 
supplied them with money and instructed them 
not to pledge their credit, where the livery- 
men who let the teams are not aware of such 
instructions. It is different with regard to 
incurring hotel bills. They are usually paid 
in cash, and travelling salesmen have no im 
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ceive payments on the same.

\uthority to sell goods on credit does not 
imply any authority to collect for them after- 
wel Exceptions to the general rule are, 
found in Maine and Tennessee, 
where travelling salesmen authorized to sell 
may collect the price in the absence of custom 
to the contrary, or actual knowledge by the 
buyers that their authority is limited. Pos- 
session of goods by travelling salesmen who 
sell them is evidence of authority to collect 
for them; but then they will not be presumed 
to have authority to receive anything but 
in payment. Authority to sell is not 
authority to barter. Furthermore, a commis- 
sion allowed to one who solicits orders upon 
sales effected through such orders does not 
constitute him or prove him to be an agent 
vith authority to make absolute contracts of

fail to notify your Board of the fact, it is difficult 
to state exactly how many are employed through our 
efforts; but judging from the number who do report, 
it is safe to say that upwards of two-thirds of the 
applicants obtain their positions by the aid of the 
Bureau. 

Mr. Bonnell certainly deserves recognition 
for his effective administration of the Em- 
ployment Bureau, the more so as he unselfish- 
ly devotes so much of his time to bothersome 
work without pecuniary remuneration. Since 
the last annual meeting of the League your 
Board has advised Mr. Bonnell to make a 
nominal charge to applicants who are not 
members of the League, but the returns from 
this source have been barely adequate to make 
the bureau self-supporting 

There will be submitted at the sixth annual 
meeting for the approval of the members of 
the League several amendments to our Con-

CONSTITUTION. 
ARTICLE I. 
Name. 
Sec. I.—The name of this Society shall be 
Tue BooxKseELiers’ LEAGUE. 


Sec. I].—The headquarters of the League 
shall be in the City of New York. 


ARTICLE II. 
Objects. 


The objects of the League are the cultiva- 
tion of fraternal relations between its mem- 
bers, and the furthering of the interests of 
their respective callings in such manner as 
the League may from time to time decide. 


ARTICLE III. 
Membership.

Sec. XII.—The Board shall pass and vote 
upon all applications for membership. Three 
negative votes shall suffice for the rejection 
of a candidate. 

Sec. XIII.—A\l members who have with- 
drawn from the League and desire to be re- 
instated, must make application for member- 
ship and be elected under the rules prescribed 
for new members in Section XII. 

Sec. XIV.—The Board of Managers shall 
have the power, by a two-thirds vote, to expel 
any member of the League, whose member- 
ship may be for any cause prejudicial to the 
interests of the League, provided charges shall 
have been made in writing and a hearing af- 
forded to the offending member before the 
Board of Managers. 

ARTICLE X. 
Meetings. 

Sec. I—There shall be an Annual Meeting 
of the League which shall be held early in 
February, foi the purpose of electing officers 
and for the transacting of such other business 
as may come before it. Meetings of the 
League shall also be held monthly, except 
during the months of June, July, August, and 
December. 

Sec. IJ —The Board of Managers may at 
any time, and the President shall upon the 
written request of at least 25 members, call 
a special meeting of the League, which re- 
as also the notice of any special 
meeting, shall state the object for which 
the meeting is called. At special meetings no 
subject not so stated in the notice shall be 
considered. 

Sec. III.—Notices of all meetings of the 
League shall be mailed, at least 3 days before 
each meeting, to all members at their ad- 
dresses as given in the Treasurer’s books. 

Sec. IV.—Twenty members shall constitute 
a quorum at any meeting of the League; but 
no amendment to the Constitution shall be 
considered at which less than twenty-five 
members are present. 

Sec. V.—No person not a member of the 
League shall be present at any business meet- 
ing of the League. 


ARTICLE XI. 


Committees. 
Sec. I.—There shall be the following com- 
mittees : 
A Membership Committee. 
An Entertainment Committee. 
A Finance and Auditing Committee. 
. A Printing Committee. 

Sec. II.—All committees shall be appointed 
by the President, with the advice and consent 
of the Board of Managers, as soon as may be 
after the Annual Meeting in each year. 

Each Committee shall consist of three or 
more members, one of whom—the chair- 
be a member of the Board of 
Managers. 
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Sec. /I1].—The Board of Managers may cre- 
ate, and the President, with the advice and 
consent of the Board, appoint such other com- 
mittees as may be deemed necessary. 

Sec. IV.— Members of any committee may 
be removed from office at a meeting of the 
Board of Managers. 


Membership Committee. 


Sec. V.—The Membership Committee shall 
investigate such applications for membership 
as may be presented to them by the Board of 
Managers, to be reported on at the next meet- 
ing of the Board. They shall also serve as 
an Introduction Committee at meetings of the 
League. 

Entertainment Committee. 


Sec. VI.—The Entertainment Committee 
shall provide for addresses, lectures or essays, 
or for suitable musical, literary or other en- 
tertainment for each of the monthly meetings 
of the League. 


Finance and Auditing Committee. 
Sec. VIJ.—The Finance and Auditing Com- 
mittee shall audit the accounts of the Treas- 


urer annually, and report to the Board of 
Managers. 


This Committee may also act as a Finance | 


Committee, with such powers and duties as 
the Board of Managers may prescribe. 


Printing Committee. 


Sec. VII].—The Printing Committee shal! 
have charge of all the printing for the League 
and for the Board of Managers. They shall

Sec. IX.—The committees shall incur no 
indebtedness except such as shall be author 
ized by the Board of Managers.

Notices 
of proposed amendments shall be furnished 
to the Secretary at least 30 days before the 
meeting at which it is proposed to consider 
them, and the Secretary shall cause copies of 
such proposed amendments to be sent to each 
member with the notices of meeting, at least 
20 days before such meeting.

A. WESSELS COMPANY, in reply to numer- 


| OUs inquiries and comments on their plan to 


control prices, have made the following state- 
ment: 

“Several suggested that we discard the 
nominal published price of fifty cents and ad- 
vertise the books at thirty-eight cents, 
forty cents net. A few wanted to sell the 
books at a higher price than thirty-eight cents, 
forty-five and fifty cents being mentioned. 
One of these objections answers the other 
We do not propose to set any maximum price 


| at which these books shall be sold but rather 


a stop price, below which they cannot be sold 
Local conditions should govern, and we have 
left a margin for just that purpose. The 


thirty-eight cent price will not be publicly ad- 


| vertised. 


“Localities where the conditions allow the 
dealers to get fifty or even forty cents for 
fifty-cent paper novels are simply fortunat 
There are other localities where they are sold 
now for thirty-one, thirty-two, thirty-three 
thirty-five and thirty-eight cents, and in one 
city a similar line is sold regularly for twenty- 
nine cents. In any city where such condi- 
tions prevail, the dealers will be well satisfied 
if they can get thirty-eight cents for these 
books.

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THE SUPPLEMENT TO THE “DIC- 
TIONARY OF NATIONAL BI- 
OGRAPHY.” 

GEORGE SMITH, ci Smith, Elder & Co., the 
publishers of the “Dictionary of National 
Biography,” writes to the London Times, 
regarding the promised supplement to the 
Dictionary as follows: “The supplement to 
the dictionary was designed to extend its 
scope to the extreme end of the 19th cen- 
tury. As is well known, the principle of the 
dictionary excluded memoirs of living per- 
sons, and while the 63 quarterly volumes 
were in course of publication in a strictly al- 
phabetical sequence between January, 1885, 
and June, 1900, there passed away many em- 
nent persons whose names could not be 
included in it. The supplement was mainly 
intended to supply memoirs of those persons. 
“In view of the lamented death of Queen 
Victoria, I now feel it incumbent on me to 
make the somewhat important change in the 
scheme of the supplement, of bringing the 
limit of our record of national biography to 
the close of her late Majesty’s long and bene. 
ficent reign. I believe that that date will be 
generally regarded as a more distinctive land- 
mark in the history of the nation than the 
end of the century, with which, by a remarka- 

le coincidence, it almost synchronizes.”

The 
facsimiles are exquisite and of the greatest 
| value to the student. There are few books 
dealing with the cradle period of printing 
which will repay the specialist more than the 
careful reading of this series of studies by 
eminent continental scholars.

SALE OF A. J. MORGAN’S LIBRARY. 


Tue library of Albert J. Morgan, son of the 
late Enoch Morgan, has been sold to George 
H. Richmond of New York. The collection 
| includes about 1000 volumes and is rich in 

first editions and complete sets of the works 
| of Tennyson, Thackeray, Charles Lamb, the 
| Brownings, Whittier, Kipling, and Robert 
Louis Stevenson. 

Among the treasures is an edition of Hor- 
ace, in old calf, which was cherished by 
Thackeray and carried about with him for 
years. It contains his characteristic auto- 
graph. The original proof sheet of Tenny- 
son’s “Charge of the Light Brigade” shows 
the poet’s corrections for the printer. There 
is also in the collection a printer’s proof, with 
corrections, by George Eliot of her poem, 
“The Legend of Jubal.”

CANADIAN COPYRIGHT. 
“CanapIAN Copyright,” according to the | 


Canadian Bookseller for February, “is again 
prominently betore the trade. W. J. Gage, 
in his report to the Board of Trade, as chair- 
man of the Booksellers’ and Stationers’ Sec- 
tion, has brought the matter fully before them, | 
contending that the time has come when the 
Canadian publisher, printer and papermaker 
should be no longer forced to take their sup- | 
plies from the United States. He says: 
‘The United States publisher can obtain copy- | 
right by simply sending copies and register- | 
ing his book in England, and in this way pre- 
vent the Canadian publisher from making it 
here, thus compelling the Canadian bookseller | 
to take his book printed on American paper | 
and made by American printers and book- 
binders. The important principle involved to | 
Canadians making their own laws, the great | 
impetus that would be given to a large indus- | 
try, demand the serious attention of our leg- 
islative bodies. The report attracted consid- 
erable attention, and the result was that Mr. | 
Gage called a meeting of his Section, invit- 
ing the presence of others not members of 
the Board, but still interested in the manu- 
facture of the books. A large meeting was | 
held, and the opinion appeared to be prevalent | 
that the time had come when action should | 
be taken. A special committee was appointed 
the reports printed in the March Bookman 
to consider and report. It appears to be the 
general impression that a revival of the Hall 
Caine agreement would fully cover the points 
under discussion.”

paper is touched.” 

I think this must be a mistake or misprint. 
as sulphuric acid does not evaporate, and 
can only be removed from paper by water or 
neutralized by an alkaline or lime wash. | 
think the intention is to refer to acetic acid 
The last sentence of the aiticle, however, 
the best advice, to my mind.

We 
desire to express ourselves that if the propo

_ entire Association, and the discounts to the 


dealer no greater than those at present pro 
posed, the retail dealer will, on the whole, 
fare even worse than under present conditions 


| Taking it for granted that all dealers do not 
| allow the buying public a discount of 20 per 


cent. from the list price of a book. We our- 
selves with many other dealers in the West 
have maintained a net discount of 10 per cent 
for several years past, and find a book as easy 
selling at 10 per cent. off the list as at 20 per 
cent. A fixed net retail price of $1.20 for a 
book listing at $1.50 heretofore with the cost 
netting the bookseller exactly as before does 
not, so far as we can see, benefit the book- 
seller much. On the face of it the only con- 
cession is to the public. The publisher still 
continues to demand the same net price of the 
bookseller. If the bookseller is willing to 
allow the public to share in an extra I0 per 
cent. of his profits, it seems to the writer only 
equitable and just that the publisher should 
share equally with the bookseller the cut that 
they ask the dealer to share with the public. 
We are heartily in favor of the lowering 0! 
the list price of books to the extent designed. 
but do not desire to see it done entirely at the 
expense of the retail bookselling trade. The 
writer would like to hear from some of his 
other brother booksellers as to how the sit 
uation strikes them.
